Passomen Says the Gun Was 
Accidentally Discharged, 
but Neighbors Say He 
Came Home and Quarreled 
With His Wife. 

Afier sending a bullet from a Winchester 
rifie through the left lung of his wife as 
she lay asleep in bed with her two chil- 
dren, John Passomen, a butcher, of 48% 
North Sixth street, East St. Louls, at- 
tempted suicide by turning’ the rifle on 
’ himself. 

Mrs. Passomen is dead, but the husband, 
is uninjured except for a scratch on his 
forehead where the bullet grazed him. 

‘Passomen claims that the shooting was 
accidental. It is said, however, that he 
quarreled with his wife Tuesday night. He 
has heen arrested and is held pending the 
verdict of the coroner’s jury which will 
hold an inquest during the day. 

Passomen is employed by the Swift Com- 
pany. He went home about 10 o'clock Tues- 
day night in an intoxicated condition, ac- 
cording to the. stories of the neighbors. 
When he entered the house his wife up- 
briaded him for drinking and it is said 
that they quarreled for nearly a half hour. 

Mrs. Passomen then retired with her 


two children, a boy of 6 and a girl of 5.

The Magazine contained two cartridges. 
He says that the rifie was accidentally 
discharged. The bullet entered the left 
lung of his wife and lodged near the 
spine. 

The Barrel 
Was Too Long. 

When he saw his wife unconscious and 
bleeding Passomen attempted to kill 
himself with the other bullet. He turned 
the rifle so that the muzzle pointed to his 
temple, but the barrel was so long that 
he could not steady it and when he 
pulled the trigger he defiected the course 
of the bullet, which merely furrowed his 
skin. 

Neighbors who heard the shots sent for 
a doctor, but Mrs. Passomen did not rally 
or recover consciousness and died at 4 
o'clock Wednesday morning. 

The police were not hotified of the 
shooting until 6 o'clock Wednesday 
morning. Passomen was arrested at the 
house, where he had remained by the 
bedside of his dying wife.

The Tug William K. Kava- 
naugh Slipped From Her 
Moorings and Was Lost on 
the Dark Waters of the 
River, 


A TOW BOAT AND TWO 
SKIFFS ALSO GOT LOST 


The tug William K. Kavanaugh was found 
at 1 o’clock Wednesday morning, after har- 
ing been adrift in the fog on the Mississippi 
for five hours with nobody but Joseph 
Teets, a night watchman, on board. 

A towboat and two skiffs were lost almost 
as long, trying to find the tug. 

The tug had not moved a mile in the 
hours it was trying to find its landing. 

Nearly all St. Louis knew Tuesday night 
that something fearsome was happening to 
some river craft, for there were many 
agonizing shrieks, then one long dismal 
howl. 

There was a fog and a drizzle Tuesdiyv 
night. The wind was from the southeast. 
The drizzle preceded the fog, and it wet 
the lines on the boats and stiffened them 
and it made the iron cavel, around which 
they are warped, slippery. The tug William 
K. Kavanaugh, which tows the car barge 
Edna Lee across the river for the Interstate 
Car Transfer Co., lay tled up to the car 
barge at the foot of Lesperance street. 

Joseph Teets, the night watchman, went 
on*duty when the tug and the barge tied 
up. 

Just below the car ferry and the tug 
lay a landing barge that had been leaking 
during the day. The watchman made up 
his mind it ought to be Pumped out. The 
steam pump on the tug was not available 
for pumping purposes, with the tug so tar 
from the landing barge. 

The watchman loosened the line, intend- 
ing to pay out slowly and allow the tug 
to drop alongside the landing barge. There 
was no bite to the tron cleat around 
which the line was wraped. It slipped and 
Watchman Teets and the good tug Kav- 
anaugh were adrift on the foggy river. 

This is the tale the watchman tells: 


The Boat 

Was Adrift. 

“It was about 8 o’clock when I eased 
off the bow. line. The tug swung out into 
the current by the stern and began to 
feel the drag of the rushing water. Re- 
fore I knew it the wet stiff line was slip- 
ping over the cavel and I was unable to 
hold it, though it had two wraps around 
the cleat. 

“I had to think fast. I climbed up to the 

wheel house to keep the tug clear of the 
wrecked sectional dock. It was not two 
minutes before I could not even make out 
the outlines of the Edna Lee and the high 
bank at Lesperance street. 
“The ice is out of the river and boats ara 
moving some now. I began to think about 
colliding with some other boat. I pulled 
the whistle a few times to give warning. 
Then I made up my mind I could get back 
to shore if I acted quickly, and before I 
had lost the direction of the shore line. 
So I went below and started the engines 
ahead slowly, just sufficiently to put a 
bit of way on her, 


He Set the 


Whistle Going. 

“Back I went to the pilot house and set 
the whistle going. I turned on the search- 
light, but it made no more impression on 
that fog than nothing at all. I began to 
get awful lonesome, and when I got in 
close to shore I began to get afraid. 

“It seemed to me that making a tiand- 
ing was a more difficult thing than I had 
supposed it would be. I had to have way 
on her to swing her in and if the engines 
were turning up the screw at all I was 
likely to go plump into the Edna Lee and 
sink her or bump into the sectional dock 
wreck, and smash the tug or smash tug 
and landing barge and sink both. 

“I threw the wheel hard over and pointed 
her out into the river and let her drift 


back again. Then I decided to let the en- 
gines turn just enough to overcome the 
current, and tie the whistle so she would 
be a continual warning. My purpose was 
to wait for the fog to lift. 

“Tt wasn’t doing very much lifting. It 
seemed, if anything, to get thicker. I

MADAME STILL PLAYS 
THE LEADING ROLE 


Springs From Her Seat and Asks Per- 
mission to Interrogate Banker 
Cattani, One of the Chief 


“ Witnesses Against 
Her. 
PARIS, Feb. 11.—The Humbert famfly, 


who conducted the most stupendous swindle 
of the age, made their first appearance in 
the criminal courts today, when the case 
of M. Cattani, the banker, was taken up 
in the Ninth Correctional chamber. There 
was great public interest manifested in 
the proceedings, an dthe courtroom was 
packed with people. All the previous ex- 
aminations of the Humberts had been held 
in secret and this was the first opportunity 
the Parisians had had to see and hear the 
prisoners. The Humberts were brought in 
like any ordinary prisoners, and took seats 
in the prisoners’ box. 

Madame Therese Humbert displayed her 
usual bravado and coolness, her sister, 
Marie d'Aurignac, was apparently much 
unnerved, and the latter’s brothers, Ro- 
main and Emile q’Aurignac, maintained 
am attitude of calm defiance. 

The case does not involve the main ques- 
tion concerning the Crawford millions, but 
M. Cattani’s charge that they libeled him 
in referring to him as an usurer which in- 
directly affects the whole affair. 

The early stages of the trial today did 
not produce any sensations. Mme. Humbert 
ave a long, rambling statement of her 
ealings with M. Cattani and alleged that 
his demands for excessive interest and her 
borrowings from him amounted to about 
$600,000. 

When M. Cattani was heard and repudi- 
ated the charge of usury, Mme. Humbert 
sprang from her seat and asked for the 
privilege of interrogating the banker, but 
the presiding magistrate repressed her. 

The testimony furnished by Marie D’Au- 
rignac today showed evidence of an inten- 
tion to leave to Mme. Humbert the direc- 
tion of the plans for the prisoners’ defense. 


The Story of the 

Crawford Millions, 

The swindling conducted by M. and 
Mme. Frederic Humbert, regarded as the 
most extraordinary case of the kind in 


Paris since the famous diamond necklace 
effair of 1735. M. Humbert was the son 
of the minister of justice in the French 
Cabinet of 1882, and was himself at one 
time a member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties from the. department of the Seine. 
He married Mile. Therese d'Aurignac in 
Nice in 1878. She had been the nurse of 
an American, Henry Robert Crawford, 
who had died, and it was alleged had left 
her his enormous fortune. e had been 
injured by the fall of a plate glass win- 
dow near the antiquity shop of the d’Au- 
rignacs in Toulouse. Just as she was 
about to enter upon possession of the fo 
tune, as she alleged, there ~ 9p ty two 
nephews of Mr. Crawford, who set up a 
will by which the estate was left to them 
and Mile. Marie d’Aurignac, a younger 
sister of Mme. Humbert, on condition that 
an annuity of $72,000 was paid to the lat- 
ter 


The case was then contested in the courts 
by a variety of proceedings, appeals and 
miscellaneous litigation that dragged on 
interminably under the French judicial 
syst¢m. But Mme. Humbert always had 
plenty of money, and on the strength of 
alegations that the fortune of $20,000,000 
was locked up in her safe, which she had 
had sealed by order of the court, she con- 
ducted business enterprises of magnitude. 
She founded a life insurance company in 
which workmen were insured and lived in 
the finest style in one of the principa! 
streets of Faris. 

Her picture collection was a most note- 
worthy one, and the sale of the treusures 
after she fled realized a large sum. In 
all the legal’ proceedings no one saw the 
two alleged Crawford nephews, ~nd when 
the expose came it was concluded that 
they were as mythical as the fortune they 
were supposed to be seeking.

The business affairs of the Humberts 
were conducted on the principle of borrow- 
ing from one to pay another, and the result 
was that finally a persistent creditor se- 
cured an order for the official opening of 
the safe, where securities supposed to rep- 
resent $20,000,000 were alleged to be. Then 
the glistening bubble burst, for no money 
or article of value was found In the recep- 
tacle after M. and Mme. Humbert had flied. 
Nothing was in it but some paste diamonds, 
valueless gold mine shares and newspapers, 
It was found that some of the choicest of 
the paintings in the house had been re- 
placed by copies, and that the country 
chateau of the Humberts had no trace of 
the money. The private yacht and other 
find of the Humberts were seized and 
sold. 


It was found that the Humberts had ne- 
oe mete loans with many of the leading 
nkers of Paris amounting to $10,000,000, 
and had also induced many persons to in- 
vest In their insurance company. They had 
entertained lavishly, and moved in the most 
fashionable circles.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Having reached 
an agreement with the British government 
for a settlement of the Venezuelan claims, 
Mr. Bowen today is endeavoring to close 
up the negotiations with Germany and 
Italy. 

4 misunderstanding which has arisen in 
the German foreign office undoubtedly is 
at the bottom of the delay now. Evidently 
it was supposed there that the preliminary 
articles of the protocol as prepared here 
bcfore the advent of Baron Von Sternberg, 
provided for the prompt payment of the 
full sum claimed in the original ultima- 
tum, namely: $350,000, the oniy difference 
between the first and last proposition being 
that in place of a clear cash yment or 
the sum above named, as required by the 
ultimatum, the protocol would require the 
immediate payment of $27,800 for personal 
Claims- and then provide for the application 
of 30 per cent of the customs revenues at 
Porto Cabello and La Guayra until the re- 
mainder of the $340,000 was paid. 

Mr. Bowen was unable to see any differ- 
ence between such a demand and a straight 
demand for preferential treatment, for he 
argued that after paying the allies on this 
basis, there would be nothing left for the 
other and non-coercing powers. It is be- 
lieved that he succeeded in impressing his 
views upon the allied representatives here 
and it was understood that that stage of 


the negotiations had been closed and the 
subject could be reopened. On the point 
the Berlin foreign office is supposed to have 


differed, and so the exchanges going on are 
directed to making the situation clear to 
that office. 

Minister Bowen's formal acceptance of 
the British protocol is not believed here to 
be likely to hasten to any great extent 
the conclusion of the Venezuelan negotia- 
tions. The allies’ ambassadors have been 
strictly enjoined not to sign any of the 
protocols until all three powers are satis- 
fied with the terms, when these signatures 
will be simultaneous.

REVERSES PRACTICE OF NAVY. 


Important Decision Affecting Court- 

Martials of Past Forty Years. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The court of 
claims has rendered a decision of far- 
reaching importance to the naval estab- 
lishment. If sustained by the United States 
Supreme Court, to which an appeal has 
been taken, the decision will affect every 
court-martial case tried during the past 40 
years in which the sentence involved a loss 
of pay. 
The case decided by the court was that 
of John Smith. a fireman in the navy, who 
was tried and convicted by court-martial 
on the charge of refusing to obey a proper 
order from his superior officer, and sen- 
tenced to one year's imprisonment with loss 
of POY during confinement. The court gave 
judgment in his favor for the full amount 
of pay claimed, amounting to about $376. 
The decision was based on the broad ground 
that the accused had not been furnished 
with a copy of the charges and specifica- 
tions on which he was to be tried, “‘at tne 
time he was put under arrest,"’ according 
to the requirement of the naval regulations. 
It is represented by the law officers of the 
navy department that the decision reverses 
the practice of the navy for the past 40 
years and it is moreover impossible of en- 
forcement in the naval service under exist- 
ing conditions.

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MOSLEMS BACK TO ASIA 


Signs of ‘War Which May 
Result in a Change of 
Europe’s Map. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—The news that Rus- 
sia is preparing for war, and that Turkey 
has ordered the mobilization of 240,000 of 
her troops, who, Gen. Miles said, ‘“‘are the 
finest soldiers in the world,”’ cause much 
more anxiety than the Venezuelan troubles. 

The belief prevails in London that Rus- 
sia méans to seize upon the Macedonian 
rebellion, now beginning, as a pretext for 
war on the Turk, and that another attempt 
will be made to drive the Mosléms into 
Asia. 


All the officers of the Rusian Army Re- 
Serves have been notified to hold them- 
selves in readiness to rejoin their regiments 
in 24 hours, in the event of mobilization 
orders being issued, and it is known that 
the Turkish army is being put upon a war 
footing as quickly as such measures can 
be taken. 

Russia’s ambition to occupy the oBs- 
phorus has long been recognized as a pri- 
mary factor in European politics. A de- 
termined effort on the part of Russia to 
execute her long planned coup and occupy 
Constantinople is looked for, and the on- 
coming spring is expected to witness the 
Turk’s last struggle to retain his foothold 
in Europe. 

The important consideration at this junc- 
ture is whether Russia will be permitted 
to carry out her designs on Turkey with- 
out interference from the other powers, It 
is believed that the rest of Europe will not 
interfere. The conflict may be a duel be- 
tween Russia and Turkey, and though va- 
rious opinions have ben expressed as to the 
result of such a contest, it is not sure that 
Russia would have an easy time. The 
Turkish army is efficient. And while the 
Russian army might be bigger, Russta 
would find it difficult to place in the field 
so far from its base of operations more 
fighting men than Tugkey could muster 
near at hand. 


REBATE SYSTEM 


It Has Made Hard Sledding for the 


Young Insurance Men. 


I am told that it is practically im sible for 
a young man to make a decent living in soliciting 
life insurance in this city owing to the custom 
among the older men of giving rebates, says the 
New York Press. There is on the statute bocks 
of the state a law against rebates, but it is a 
dead letter. Of course, the beginner must de- 
pend solely upon his commissions. There used to 
be 60 per cent, but they bave gradually decreased 
until, in many instances, the entire premium for 
the first year is given to the new policyholder. 
It is authentic that in the hot rush for business 
at the close of the year a certain solicitor called 
upon a firm in —— street and offered each of its 
three members a $10,000 policy fully paid for one 
year, in order to round w his annual efforts at a 
stgted figure. All that he required of them was 
their signatures. They refused the offer indig- 
nantly, saying that when they wanted insurance 
they would buy it, not accept it as a present. 

These rebates are opposed by the large compa- 
nies. The Equitable, I know, will not be responsi- 
bie for any concession that exceeds 50 per cent of 
the ‘premium. In the event of a policyholder’s 
death within the twelvemonth after taking out a 
full-paid policy for that period the company might 
guccseatelly combat the payment on the ground 
that be bad never paid a premium. So far as I 
know no company has done this, as it w id be 
reactiona Many young men receive advances 
of a6 as a week when first starting out 
on the bard row of life insuran’®, in case the su- 
perintendent of agencies thinks he sees in them 
extraordinary abilities; but all this is taken out 
of their commissions when fbe latter begin to be 
in evidence.

CALLS THEM CRIMINALS 
AGAINST THE HUMAN RACE 


Writes to Author of a Magazine 
Article, Who Denounced This Con- 
dition, and Expresses Appre- 
ciation of Fight She 
Wages.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—President Roos- 
velt has written a strong letter in defense 
of the biblical command to “increase and 
multiply.’’ 

He has six children, each of whom, he de- 
clares, is a sunbeam in his own home. 

He cannot understand why all married 
persons do not want children, why s0 
many shirk the duties of parenthood and 
make their homes barren of the delightful 
influences of young life. 

The letter was written to Mrs. John Van 
Vorst, joint author with Miss Marie Van 
Vorst of “The Woman Who Tolls,’’ which 
is soon to be published by Doubleday, Page 
& Co, 

When it ran in serial form, President 
Roosevelt read and appreciated a para- 
graph scoring the disposition on the part 
of American women to evade bearing 
children. 

The President’s letter, which will be 


used as a preface to the book, is as fol- 
lows: 


President’s Plea 

for Children. 

“White House, Washington, Oct. 18, 
1902.—My Dear Mrs. Van Vorst: I must 
write you a line to say how much I have 
appreciated your article, ‘The Woman 
Who Tolls.’ 

“But to me there is a most melancholy 
side to it, when you touch upon what is 
fundamentally infinitely more important 
than any other question in this country, 
that is, the question of race suicide, com- 
plete or partial. 

“An easy, good-natured kindliness and 
a desire to be ‘independent’—that Is, to 
live one’s life purely according to one's 
own desi{res—are in no sense substitutes 
for the fundamental virtues—for the 
practice of the strong racial qualities 
without which there can be no strong 
races, the qualities of courage and reso- 
lution in both men and women, of scorn 
of what is mean, base and selfish, of éa- 
ger desire to work or suffer as the case 
may be, provided the end to be attained 
is great enough, and the contemptuous 
putting aside of mere ease, mere vapid 
pleasure, were avoidance of toil and 
worty. ‘i 
“I do not know whethef I most me 
or most despise the foolish and se oh 
man or woman who does not understand 
that the only things really worth hav- 
ing in life aro tnose the acquirement of 
which normally means cost and effect. 

“If a man or woman, through no fault 
of his or hers, goes throughout life de- 
nied those highest of all joys which spring 
onlv from home life, from the having and 
bringing up of many healthy children, I fee] 
for them deep and respectful sympathy— 
the sympathy one extends to the gallant 
fellow killed at the beginning of a cam- 
pales. or the man who toils hard ard is 

rought to ruin by the fault of others. 


Criminals Against 

the Human Race. 

“But the man or woman who deliberate- 
ly avoids marriage and has a heart so 
cold as to know no passion and a brain 
so shallow and selfich as to dislike having 
children is in effect a criminal against 
the race and should be an object of con- 
temptuous abhorrence by all healthy peo- 
ple. 

“Of céurse no one quality makes a good 
citizen and no one quality will save a na- 
tion. But here are certain great qualities 
for the lack of which no amount of in- 
tellectual brilliancy or of material pros- 
perity or of easiness of life can atone, and 


which show decadence and corruption in 
the nation just as much if they are pro- 
Cuced by selfishness and coldness and ease- 
loving laziness among comparatively poor 
people as if they are produced by vicious 
or frivolous luxury in the rich. 

“Tf the men of the nation are not anxious 
to work in many different ways, with all 
their might and strength, and ready and 
able to fight at need and anxious to be 
fathers of families, and tf the women do 
not recognize that the greatest thing for 
any women is to be a good wife and 
ynother, why, that nation has cause to 
alarmed about fts future. 

“There is no physical trouble among us 
Americans. The trouble with the situation 
you set forth is one of character, and, 
therefore, we can conquer it if we only 
will.

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EDUCATION AND POPULATION. 


President Eviott of Harvard University indicts the entire 
scheme of modern education in his annual report to the Board 
of Overseers. 

“The highly educated part of the American people does not 
increase the population at all, but on the contrary fails to re- 
produce itgelf,"’ says Prof. Eliott. 

After rubbing his eyes and wondering a little the reader must 
exclaim—then #0 much the worse for education. 

President Eliott thinks this regrettable result is due to the 
postponement of marriage. The young man its not ready to 
begin life until 25 or 26, and doesn’t marry till 80. 

It doesn’t make much difference. The fact is admitted that 
education tends to insure the survival] of the unfit. 

In other words, progress tends to defeat itself. There is no 
life in education or any other {mprovement which perpetuates 
itself. It confesses itself a dead thing. 

So it appears, but there is a doubt. Perhaps it isn't education. 
Or maybe thore is u good deal of mis-education mixed up with 
it. Perhaps there is too much learning tacked on and too little 
power evoked. 

The reason assigned by President Eliott may account for some 
<f the trouble, but it seems too superficial. If the educated 
classes do not reproduce themselves it must be from some cauge 
deeper than a mere matter of two or three years of time. 


When John D. Rockefeller went to church to talk to his Sun- 
day school class on the subject of philanthropy he was guarded 
by two detectives. Of what !s young Mr. Rockefeller afraid? 
Does he feel that he stands in such a relation to his fellow men 
that he needs a bodyguard? How can he hope. to attain happi- 
ness with fear and suspicion haunting his footsteps? 
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Not merely the Barringtons, but all other men should be in- 
vestigated by the women they ask to marry them. It {ts better 
to cut down the number of marriage licenses than to increase 
the business of the divorce courts or add to the number of un- 
happy unions endured.

Our Poor Rich Men: 


John D. Rockefeller, Jr., is another can- 
didate for the poorhouse, 

In one year the value of his personal 
property has declined from $500,000 to $30,- 
000, yet, being a public-spirited though un- 
fortunate citizen, he insists on paying 
taxes on $50,000 worth of personal property 
—§20,000 worth more than he owns, and at 
least $35,000 more than the amount to 
which the law could hold him. 

Was there ever such an example of pa- 
triotism and self-sacrifice? 

Only a few days ago J. Pierpont Morgan, 
an eminent citizen who was supposed to 
be worth something like $100,000,000, and 
who was credited in the public mind with 
having cleared $42,000,000 in the year just 
passed, was forced to confess his poverty 
and to admit that he was worth only 3400,- 
000—hardly enough to keep him in clothes 
and sandwiches for a year; yet he is com- 
pelled to pay taxes on this entire amount. 

Notwithstanding this fact; notwithstand- 
ing the knowledge of how swiftly financial 
ruin can overtake a man who but lately 
rolled in wealth; yea, notwithstanding the 
fact that his own personal holdings have 
declined in value $470,000 in one brief twelve. 
month, young Mr. Rockefeller stil] insists 
upon doing more than his duty by the 
state and city and of running a risk of 
landing in some eleemosynary institution 
without a cent. 

Such being the case, considering not only 
their great generosity, but the appalling 
misfortunes which have befallen our 
wealthy men, we may look any day for 
the announcement that Andrew Carnegie, 
John D. Rockefeller pere and even Uncle 
Russell Sage have gone into bankruptcy 

Evidently we have been judging our rich 
men too harshly. What we should do, tn- 
stead of reviling them, fs to start a fund 
for their maintenance

NATIONAL BANK BILL. 


Measure to Permit Loans From Treas- 
ury on Other Than Bond Securities, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The Senate 

committee on finance today authorized a 

favorable report on the bill recently intro- 


duced by Senator Aldrich to permit the sec- 
retary of the treasury to loan enee to 
national banks on other securities than 
government bonds, and agreed to report it 
with the following amendment to section 1: 

‘The United States shall have a lien on 
all assets of banks in which public moneys 
are deposited from the time of deposit, for

$2,900,000 FOR PRINCETON 


Mrs. Winthrop Made Theological Sem- 
inary Residuary Legatee, but Rel- 
atives Contest the WiIL.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Princeton Theo 
logical Seminary will get $2,500,000 under the 
will of Mrs. Mary J. Winthrop, who died 
at the Garden City Hotel last summer, if 
the courts decide that under fts charter it 
is empowered to receive so large a bequest. 
Only distant relatives survive the ven- 
erable testatrix, and to al] she leaves small 
bequests. 

The entire residuary estate is willed to 
the Princeton seminary. 
At the time of her death she was popu- 
larly regarded as having property worth 
about $600, Not until the property was 
thoroughly examined did the truth awn 
even on the executor that there would be 
$2,500,000 left after all specific bequests had 
been paid. 
The authorities of Princeton seminary 
have not yet decided what to do with the 
immense fortune.

SHOT 6-YEAR-OLD DAUGHTER

She Tried to Shoot the Baby, but the 
Revolver Missed Fire and She 
Abandoned Her In- 
tention. 


At an inquest held by Justice Schemmer

Of late, he says, his wife 
has been acting queerly, but he had no sus- 
picion of the extent of her mental illness. 

Sunday Mrs. Guhliemann determined on 
the destruction of the children and herseif. 

She wrote of her intention in a notebook, 
stating that she would accompuiish it with 
a pistol and butcher knife. 
unday evening she put the children to 
bed as usual, then retired herself, taking 
the knife and pistol to bed w.th her. She 
explained to the elder child that she needed 
the weapons in the event that burgiars en- 
tered the house. 

The chi.dren were soon asleep. The de- 
mented mother placed the pistol] to the tem- 
ple of the elder child and sent a buliet 
crashing into her brain. 

She placed the weapon to the head of the 
babe, but it failed to discharge. In her 
insane delirium, she forgot about the 
butcher knife. 

When her husband arrived Monday morn- 
ing he found the body of the dead child 
weltering on the bed. His wife was wan- 
dering around the house, unable to tell what 
had Sanpened The c'ew to the mystery 
was found in the notebook. 

She had recovered her balance at the 
time the inquest was held sufficiently to 
tell in an incoherent manner how she had 
carried out her Pe to kill the elder child 
and why she had failed to carry out her in- 
tention of slaying the babe and herself.
